alwayes ſo, noꝛ in all perſons , Foz 
my lcife haue knowen both men, and 
women, greuoullp infected with this 


 Aclines , which haue hadthole parts 


that being the moſt ſuſpition thereof, 


And are molt ſpeedele infected , free t 


clearefrom all kinde of maladye, oꝛ 


the infection had happened by that 
meanes, thoſe partes ſhould in reaſo- 


reaſon of moyſture,and looſnes of the 
which 
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which engendaith vicerations of all 


ſoꝛtes, Apoltemes, Dolozs, Putrifac⸗ 
tions, and Puſtules. J haue alſo ſeene 
diuers perſons infected, who haue had 
in all other partes of the body, many- 
feſt ſignes thereof: As Dolozs, Apo⸗ 
ſtems, Ulcers, venemous Puſtules 
tc. and yet in the parts afoꝛeſayd, no 
payne, no2 any ſigne thereof. So that 
their opinion is not trew, which al⸗ 
firme that this diſeaſe is enged2zed on⸗ 
Iy by the copany of vncleane perſons. 

What ſhould J ſpeak of young chil- 
dꝛen, whereol diuers haue bene gre⸗ 
nouſly bered with this diſeaſe , and 
ſome of them, but a peare olde, ſome 
of them 4 02:5, ſome 6.

Some 
tyme allo the childe receineth-the ins 
featon of the parentes: And manye 
tymes nourſes be infected by geuing 
ſuck to ſuch infected childzen, Foz the 
diſeaſe becauſe it hath a flowing mat⸗ 
ter, being once entered into any part 
of the body, pzoceedeth on from part, 
to part, neuer reſting:eſpeciallp when 
it toucheth any ſuch part, as hath in it 
an apt diſpoſition to admit ſuch in⸗ 
kection: and when the anion and foꝛce 
of the Agent is wzonght, and impꝛin⸗ 
ted in the Patient fitly affected to re⸗ 
ceaue the ſame fozme : and ſo it diſ⸗ 
perſeth it ſelfe thozowgh p whole bo- 
dy. This ſicknes is many times bzed 
in the mouth by eating, and dzinking 
with infected perſons, ſoſmetymes in 
other partes of the body, by wearing 
the clothes of infected folkes : Some⸗ 
tymes by lying in the bed with them, 
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82 by lying in pſame ſheets after the; 
ſometymes it is ſapd to come by ſit⸗ 
ting on the ſame ſtoole of caſement 
which ſome infected perſons frequen⸗ 
teth. Sometymes alſo, ſuch as haue 
hene cured of this diſeaſe, fall into it 
agayne , by wearing their infected 

tclothes:al which cauſes of this diſeaſe 

J rather ſet downe , fo2 that 4 would 

thereby admoniſhe as many as ſhall 

reade this treatiſe to be careful of thẽ⸗ 
ſelues, in this behalle: and toſhunne 
(as much as may be, ) all theſe occaſi⸗ 
ons.

The manner of cure for the diſeaſe 
called Morbus G ae and apr of 


Evacuation. 


he manner ofcure ſofarre fozth 
as J meane in this treatiſe to 
deale with, conſiſteth of thzce partes: 
that is of Evacuation, Diet, and the 


vſe of Vnctions. 

And Evacuation which is the fir 
of the thꝛee, is to be vled z. wayes. 
namely by Purging, letting bloud, x 
Sweting . Purging firſt is vetyneceſ- 
ſary: Foz that many vſe to cure this 
diſeaſe, onely by that Euacuation: eſ⸗ 
pecially whe the ſicknes is newly ta- 
ken, the nature of the patient, ſtrög, 
and luſty. But we finde dayly that 
Purging , is very ſeldome ſufficiet , if 
the diſeaſe hath continued any tyme , 
62 taken any deepe roote, oꝛ if there 
be in the patiet any debility, oz weak- 

nes 
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nes of nature: o2 much aboũdance of 
infected humoꝛs, and matter diſperſed 
ouer the whole body . Neuertheleſſe 
we vſe to beginne our cure with pur⸗ 
ging , wherein ought the ſkilfull phi⸗ 
ſitton oz learned ſurgion to be coun⸗ 
ſapled with. Foz very well ſapd that 
noble phiſition Hippocrates, that it is 
verp expedient to purge digeſted hu⸗ 
moꝛs, and in no wiſe to moue the vn⸗ 
concocted, and raw matter. 

Therefoze that which is thicke is 
to be thinned,and that which is clams 
my mult be obſterged : & the obſtruc⸗ 
ted paſſages muſt be opened, by con⸗ 
uenient ſtrupes, and waters, and ſuch 
Iyke. And the humoꝛs being thus ry⸗ 
ped, axe after wardes to be purged a⸗ 
way bp Pils, Potiõs, t other good pur⸗ 
gatiõs, accoꝛding to the diſcretion of Þ 
expert, t learned phiſitid, oꝛ chirurgiõ 
to whome J referre this part of the 
cure.

CAP. 4. 
The order of bloud letting. 


Oncerning letting of blood 
which 1s the ſecond kinde of E- 
uacuation. J hope it may be lawfull 
foz me to ſpeak ſomewhat moze largo 
ly. It is the opening of a vayne,wher- 
by is made an vniuerſal Euacuation, 
of all the humozs of the body, but eſpe⸗ 
clally of blood, wherein are many ob⸗ 
ſeruations to be vſed, eſpecially theſe 
thee: the ſtrength of the body, the cõ⸗ 
Nitution of the ayze : and the motion 
and place of the planets, 
The ſtrẽgth afthe atient is to be 
conſidered by vewe of fall the actions 
of the bodye, that is to ſay,of the Ani-

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natural actions: foz if the patient haue 
his feeling and mouing pow2es, with 
reaſon, and imagination, and memo⸗ 
ry ſound, and good, then is he wil 
in his animall actions ; and lykew 
are his vital actions good if his pulſes 
be ſtrong, and his reſpiration good, 
free, and eaſye: the naturall actions; 
are concoction, diſtribution, and aſſt 
milation . The ſignes and tokens of 
them are taken of the vzynegſwet , x 
the ercrements of the belly, all which 
doe betoken ſtrength, pf they be moſt 
lyke to the whole and found perſons : 
and contrariwiſe they argue weake-

gions, and to the daunger, nay to the 
deſtruc⸗ 
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deſfructien of a great number of poze 
afflicedcreatures , whome they haue 
molt blockiſhly pꝛactiſed vpon, and 
crue!ly tozmented ſucking vp lyke 
done Bees, by flattering ſpeches, 
the reward of other mens tranells 
which with great ſfudy;charges, and 
papnes, and ſpẽding themſelues haue 
beſtowed all their tyme in that facul⸗ 
tye to inlarge, and make perfect the 
art in themſelues, to the pꝛolit of their 
countrye.

tened foz their mony , the dayes of a

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great number ot honeſt perſons. And 
foz gapne toꝛmented diuers others 
with intollerable papnes, and was 
therefoze at laſt, ſeing his deceites to 
be all opened to the woꝛld, enfoꝛced to 
take his heeles, and runne his wap: 
whole onelp pꝛactiſes may be a ſufft- 
cient admonition to all honeſt perſõs 
to take heede of ſich bzaggers:andan 
eraple to all other bungling botchers, 
and ignoꝛant makeſhiftes to ſfap thes 
ſelues from dealing in other mens 
fraves, which they knowe not, noz 
haue not learned. 

And lo that euery Science , and 
facultye hath his owne boundes, and 
limits in which god oꝛder willeth, x 
wiſheth men tokeepe thẽſeles with- 
out alteration, confuſion, oꝛ mingle⸗ 
mangle: Therfoꝛe J exhoꝛt euery ma

and virulent vlcers. They doe reſolue 
bard ſwellinges, and ceaſe paynesof 
the io pntes: they heale puſtules, and 
comfoꝛt the weake mẽbers: they cure 
this griefe though it be olde, and of

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long continuaunce, being vſed accozs 
ding to art, and tyme with reſpect had 
to the diuerſitye of the diſeaſe : that is 
to mingle with 4x«»g:4,and Argenti 
viuum, diners other medicens as oc⸗ 
caſton doth ſerue:and the nature of 
griefe, and the body doth require. As 
ik the payne haue with it ſwelling ads 
iopned, the to vſe the greaſe of hens, 
Ducks, and Geeſe, with other emollt- 
ent, and diſſoluing opntmentes: as 
Vrguentũ dialthea.Vuguenti martialũ. 
| Vnguentum aragon , Vnguentum Aprip= 
pe. Vnguentum geniſtæ. And oples, as 
Oleum Liiurinum. Oleum Terebint hinæ

All theſe haue vertue to diſolne , and

And when a flender and fleighf, 
bncion doth not p2ofite oz helpe, pe 
may add w theſe thinges ſome moze 
quantitpe of Argentum viuum. But 
pour Argentum viuum, muſt alwapes 
firſt be moꝛtpfped with, Aqua vitæ, oz

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faſting ſpittle,o2 ſome other thing, to 
check the coꝛroſiue byting of quickſil⸗ 
ter. Foz as theſe oyntmentes were 
inuented of the oulde and auncient 
docto2s of phiſicke , and expert, and 
ſkilfull Chyꝛurgions: ſo hath the po⸗ 
ſterit pe, added q topned many things 
fo them. And we alſo of theſe latter 
tymes haue muented, and added vnto 
them: ſomewhat foꝛ our partes: and 
doe finde that they hane great and 
pꝛetious vertues, and therefoze are 
not their opinions moze to be pꝛap⸗ 
ſed, which ſay that they by reaſon of 
the Argentum viuum, hurt the ſys Obiections 
newes: and that therefo2c we ought — 
not to vſe them.

Therefoꝛe we may with 
the learned ſoꝛt well, and without a⸗ 
ny great incouenience ble , and apply 
theſe opntmentes, made with 4rger- 
rum viuum; being well foztified, and 
co2reced : fo2 that as J ſayd the pzofit 
ſurmounteth the hurt. Some alledge 
agaynſt Argentum viuum, and ſay 
that it is very ſtrong , and that the

cure of this diſeaſe: who will, how ſo 
euer their patients are affected haue 
but one vncion , without any re⸗ 
gard of the age, the pꝛeſẽt tyme ofthe 
peare,the ſtrengthof their patientes, 
the cotinuaunce-of the diſeaſe , o2 ſpe⸗ 
ciall nature tyerof,but doe vſe to eue⸗ 
ry man alyke ozder of curing. And to 
by diſcearne 
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diſcearne the variable natures and 
p:opertyes of the dileaſe, they haue no 
moze vnderſtanding, oz reaſon then 
a goſe: But doe follow pzactiſe withs 
out reaſon, and as J haue ſapd, doe 
generally vſe one oꝛder, one vnction, 
and one way of cure, which is as poſ- 
ſible to be well vſed, as foz a ſhoema⸗ 
ker with one laſt to make a ſhwe fif 
to ſerue euery mans fete. And that is 
a part of y cauſe that ſo many periſh. 
Foz in ſome their diſeaſes returne a- 
gayne within ore moneth oz a quar⸗ 
ter of a prare, others leeſe their ſpeꝛ / 
ches and voyces, other are cleane des 
fozmed,ſo that in the cure of this dil 
eaſe, no one thing requiſit is to be o⸗ 
uerllipt, leaſt the diſeaſe may be cured 
and the man caſt away : to the great 
diſcredit as J haue ſapd, ot the art of 
Chirurgery, To conclude my foꝛmer 
purpoſe : ſyth the learned as J haue 
marked, doe oftentymes cure one dil⸗ 
eaſe, being extreame, by tauſing ot an 
other: euen fo we bſe theſe opntmets > 
of Argentũ viuum, though with ſome 
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inconuenitce, deſtroping as much as 
map be the mallice therof, by the foze- 
ſapd coꝛrectiues, to remoue the rot of 
this ſicknes , And after we heale the 
vlcers ofthe mouth, and helpe other 
affects which of neceſſitye do followe 
theſe oyntments . Some holde opini⸗ 
on that Argentum viuum 1s. colde and 
moylk, and to pꝛoue the ſame ſayth 
Nicholas Paſla in his boke De Mor- 
bo Gallico, they baing an example of 
an Ape, that by eating of Argentũ vi- 
uum, dyed, and when ſhe was opened, 
there was foũd beſide the hart a great 
quantitpe ot cõgeled bloud which did 
ariſe ſay they of no other cauſe then 
of quickſiluer: and further they con- 
firme the ſame, becauſe it bzingeth the 
palſey. 4 will not diſpute here vpon: 

becauſe it is not my pꝛofeſſion, and I 

ſe diners men w2ight diuerup theres, 
of: but this J know aſſuredly that it 

mollyſieth hard apoſtumes „ and it 

reſolueth hard nods, it openeth the 

bodye and emptyeth the cauſe of this 


diſeaſe: ſometymes it pꝛouoketh 
ſwet 
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ſwet ſenſible , and ſometyme inſenſi⸗ 
ble. Ss that if it be rightly vſed, it is 
moſt pꝛofitable, otherwiſe , it is but 
as à ſwoꝛd put in a madde mans had: 
And therefoze is pꝛopoſed to no other 
but onely to the ſkilfull Chirurgton, - 
and is moze certeinly with artiũciall 
diligence, wiſedome to be delt with⸗ 
all. By theſe vnctions, the bloud is 
purged fro infection, and all the parts 
of the body are clenſed from ſupertlu⸗ 
ous humozs; Do Þ god humozs , may 
in their place be bzed,and may againe 
returne to their naturall courſe , and 
diſpoſition. Andby theſe vnctions, the 
humozs are directed to their pꝛoper 
wayes of Euacuation knowne vnta 
nature. But yet beware that to little 
of the vnctton , doe not deceiue thee:

and beware of diſoꝛder, not onely in 
the oyntment, but alſo in the regimẽt 
of the apꝛe, and of meates, and dꝛinks:

Alſo: many 
tymes through the ynſkilfull hand- 
ling of Agarick,Scamony, Turbith, 
Cartem, yea and alſo Rubarbe, that 
are excellent purging medicines, 
(and men of knowledge vſe dayly 
without harme) whiche to many 
haue left ſuch a weakenes of the 
ſtomake, that there hath folowed 
Lientera , a continuall er 
of the meate, by the which folowe 
Diſcentera, Tenaſma, and other ſuch + 
accidents: And ſhall we condemne 
all thoſe good and holſome medi- 
cines for the vndiſcret handling of 
them ?letys condemne bread: and 

N F.i. meate 
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meate: for doe we not ſee mManya. 
man dye and peariſn through the 
exceſſe of them: As after any great 
famine we may ſe what harmiedoth 
come through. the ouermuch ta- 
king of it, and yet meaſurablytakẽ 
nothing mote holſome and nouri- 
ſhing . And lykewiſe of wine we ſee 
what cuils doe dayly come by the! 
' ynmea(ſurable taking of it: for he- 
ſides the euils thatit bringes to the 
Liuer, it doth ſo coole and weaken 
the ſinowes, that commonly they 
fal to-Vettiginie z Scotomie , Apo- 
plexie, and ſa commonly death. No 
more: reaſon is there to attribute 
themalles of the Quickſiluer vn- 
diſcretly handled, than there ĩs to 
the others being of moſt holeſome 
qualityes.

And now if you do not beleue thoſe 
familiar examples, let vs come to
